The graceful Lottie, be It understood, Is 
something of a star in the matter of high 
kicking and novelty daacing generally. 

Writing about stage danolng In an easy, 
obiilly way, the merry Boubrette says: 

"As to hij;h klcklnt,', there Is one peonllar- 
Ity -n-hlch reailers may have notleed. Kvery 
hlRh kicker favors one let;. It Is usnnlly 
the left, possibly because nature has made 
It lonper than It oUK'ht to he, or It may be 
du(- to the fact that nntnklud, when- sland- 
hiK, throws more weight on that leg, 
Ihireby making the muscles more plli'ble 
and the Jolata more supple. Now that the 
French "split" dancers have appeared lu 
thla country and have elevated both fret 
until they Bceni to be trying to reach the 
files, the craze, the high-klcking craze, has 
bad another boom. To do that sort of work 
tucsns a course of practice at once severe 
and painful. 

"The kieb that I do— I've made a tem- 
bourtne Jingle at six feet and a half in- 
clw-»— Is simply from practice which came 
with dancing. A few years ngo I appeal- 
ed In 'The Kindergarten," and It was In 
many wnys a kindergarten for me, ns I 
could dnnce bjit 111 tie and cnnid kick even 
k*B. I!nt la niy dan("os 1 kh'ked as high as 
1 ccuhl— about three feet, I fancy— anil each 
ril,i,'lit look a Utile higher aim. At lii.-,t 
tlie Ftrnln on the tendons of the leg was de- 
eidfdly painful, for a thne making nic 
Huip. As the cords grew stronger and 
■Dicre snpiile the palu disappeared, and with 
It the llaip, and I was able to pidnt higlier 
wUliout bending forward. 

"If the playgoers will closely watch the 
wciiuan who docs high kicking. It will be 
observed that as the foot seeks higher alti- 
tude the trunk of the body and the hcnd 
tA-nd down, which makes It appear us 
Uiongh the kick was far above the head, 
vvticD In reality the point reached by the 
tip of the toe Is about the height nf the 
arm pit. A large number of high i<lckeis 
'fnke' their kicks In this manner. Person- 
ally I think It a bad habit ond one that Is 
corroeted with dlfllcully. 

"Of course, one's skirts must be light and 
many for obvious reasons. Yon cannot 
kick with n heavy weight about your legs, 
any more than a race bourse could run 
nwlftly wearing shoes that weigh a pound. 
My skirts an- either made of mull or In 
•dinn fiUk, with Innnmcrnble nifili's at the 
bottom aud yards and yards of lace. The 
Ince nnd riifnes are absolutely neeessaiy 
to gci the billowy clotuly effect, which 
piOQses an nuJIcuce. and at the same tiun- 
removes any suggestion of Indelicacy. 
.Should a bit of ankle peep through the 
y maze of lace It makes the kick more pi- 
qaant. and— that Is what we soubrettes are 
strtviDg to attain. 

"I Iwvc been asked whether I weSr stays 
wbea I kick. Most decidedly I do not, 
BOT do I when I 48000. I have never yet 
worn a pair of corsets. IIow stays can 
benefit a seventeen-year-old girl In any 
way is Ix'yond me. In kicking, as In dan- 
cing, the shoes should he light. I wear a 
two and n half A, and the stockings should 
be of silk. If one can afford them. Uon't 
wear that barbarous (dn ular garter -ll 
ftops circulation and ruins the shape of 
the lec"

The lainerail indications 
arouml the Sound are very pronusing, 
l>iit Ihe means of eoniniunication are so 
exceedingly inaileiiu'ile that it is next to 
impossible to gel iiiis-ilile investors to 
visit the district. At. le.went the .nily 
iiiean« of regular communication with 
:he outside world is that alTorded by the 
C. r. N. Conipany. which send.s a 
steamer up there miee a inonlh. 'I'liis 
is as much a-s the company can be ex- 
l„ , led to do in view of th« amount of 
business available, liut every one will si-o 
how the deve' .pnient of the district i> 
handicapped. A iiKUilhly mail is better 
Ihiiii none ai all. but lhat is all there Is 
II, be saiii about il. U any person de- 
sires to examine a property on Qua.tsino 
Sound and cannot do so while the 
steamer is np tliere- and except in very 
few instances this would be inipossilile- 
he must stay a month away from his 
other luisiia^s, not including the time 
oeciipied in tho journey. 'I'lie only <itlier 
way of getting <iut of the district is lo 
take an Indian guide and tramp over the 
trail to Kort Kui>ert and then go down 
the coiust twenty-one miles in a, canoe to 
Aiert Bay, and there cat( h one of the 
steamers plying to northern ports mi the 
MainlaiKl. If l:he proiiosed road and 
wharf were built, at least two mails a 
month could be sent up by stwimers on 
Ihe Bast Coast of the Island, ami these 
with one mail a month on the West 
(.'oast would give throe mails monthly, 
icUead of one, and greatly improve the 
tacilrties for getting .in ami out of the 
district. 

Tlie countrj- between the two tomilnii 
of the proposed re^ad is very well adai>ted 
for aettleuH-nt, and as tberi' will lie a 
good local market as mining development 
progresses, it would undoubtedly ibe ut 
once taken up. llie whole region is 
splendidly timbered with siiruce, iir, hem- 
lock n.nd cedar. .Mleiition has already 
been directed to it us a tield for exteJi- 
sivo pulp works. No part' of tlie prov- 
ince will Iiettor repay development, and 
111 on iKirt can so niiieh good lie aecnin- 
pli.died with so small an outlay. In ad- 
dition to this, the fact that over Sfl,WW 
a year is collected by tlie government 
from the iiroperiy owners in that neigh- 
ImrhoDiI, for which snlistantiaUy no re- 
turn is iieiiig niaile to thiun. .ifl'ords an 
additiunal reason why tjie eliwm alH)ve 
advanced should have immediiito con- 
sideration. All the Island representa- 
tives should unite in urging thks matter 
upon the attention of the government.

hrought to our notice by a strong protnst 
in the rhoenix Pioneer in regard to liie

The only remumeratipn ^ , which the 
bandsmen receive is what they get from 
their summer cngagenienis and winter 
band concerts. Out of this they buy 
their music and meet sundry other ex- 
penses. Five concerts have 'been given 
this season. Tlie gross receipts were 
.51,')7.10, of which .fri0.8."i went lo iiay 
xiienses irnd to pay for music, 

leaving .$30 to ibe divided lunoiig 2"J 
bandsmen un remunerntiou for playing nt 
live concents and practicing twice a week. 
It goes without saying that the ihaiid 
an liardly be kept together itinless the 
oncerts are more liberally patronized. 
.\n eflUcieait band requires a few pro- 
fessional niusioians in order to remlcr 
high-cla.ss compesifions; hut its revenue 
is not sulUcient to pay even one, so the 
biinleii iif keeiiiiig isucll performers fall.s 
on the shoulders of a few. What seems 
to he necessary is that the public .shall 
more liberally patronize Ihe concerts anil 
that husiness men shall make aa elTorl 
1 give employment to the profession- 
Is. Fur example, Mr. Finn says he has 
at ))resent a lirst-dass musician in the 
hail I who holds an Iniinirable discharge 
alter "Jl years' service in llci- Majesty's 
furres, wliom he may lose fui' lack of 
cjiiphiynicnt. -V druniinor is also ne<'iled, 
lint. Ihc bandmaster does not feel jiisti- 
licd ill bringing one here, because he 
cannot promise him a livelihood. 

This mailer is well worth ciinsidera- 
tion. .\ good band is a very useful and 
valuable institution in any ci ainiuuity. 
We would all regret k very much if the 
Fifth Itegitnent 'band's ofllcioncy should 
he ill an.v degree impaired, and the oli- 
jeei of tlii.-> reference is to show how 
miicli rest.;i upon the ptiliMc in this cuii- 
iiection. The Colonist has made a iirac- 
tice of each year saying something cdi- 
lofially about our musical orgaiiizatiuiis. 
This is the lirst. time we have s]iol;eii of 
the one now under consiiU'ralion, ami we 
hope the results will be as good as wc 
have been assured they have been in 
otiier similar cases.

C.\NVAS RAFT FOR SOLDIERS. 

When Not in TJse ou Water Can he 
Rolled Up Like a Blanket. 

F-xperiiucntTi hiivc Just been made In 
Frnnoe with ii novel raft, designed for the 
use of soldiers, the Inrcntor of which Is 
(;apt, Habert of the Fifteenth Chasseurs. 
Fashioned of cnnvns and Htutfcd wIlTi 
straw, reeds, rushes or leiiVL-s, It Is shaped 

iniewhat like a txMit, When not In use 
can he rolled up like a cloak and can 
he carried on a saddle or over a man's 
shoulder. When the time comes to use It 
It can be unrolled and fitted for Its work 
ou the water In less ban fifteen minutes. 
It Is almost impossible to capsize It. Rings 
nnr attached to it and mlth the help of those 
who are about to embark easily place It In 
proper position on the river's bank. Only 
two openings are visible In the canvas, and 
these are so tightly laced that water can- 
not enter. 

Ill order to cross a rlvor the current of 
walcli Is Jiot Hivlft, It Jk only neces.sary 
for a man to lie flat on this raft and to use 
his arms a.s oars. In the case of a swift 
current it Is advlsnljlo to connect the two 
blinks by a rope. 

At tlie moment of embarking the raft Is 
held In n parallel dlri'ctloii to the coiir.ie 
of the Mater and Is kept steady by men 
who hold the rings. Four, (he or six men 
can find room on It, iiwonlliig to Its size 
and the weight of their arms. They sit 
one behind the other with their legs widely 
apart and each jfrlps Ihe man before lilni 
as Jlrmly as he can with his knees. They 
niust be seated thus before they start and 
tlieir knapsacks aud arms must be safely 
iilleii near them. Once afloat they must 
maintain a atooping poaitlon from the mo- 
nicui when they start until they arrive at 
their destination. They arc ordered not to 
budge ail inch, but to remain like statues 
the whole time they uro on the water. 

One of these rafts Is said to be less dan- 
gerous than an ordinary canoe. It will 
float even If a hole Is bored through It, ami 
It will act as a buoy If It happens to be 
turned apslilc ilowii. During the Inst few 
\' ecks several hundred p'reneh soldiers have 
I It In iiiiiiiy ways on rivers, and up to 
there has not bisMi a Blngle accident.

Vicioi-ia with gruesome stroetB and s4de- 
wulks'.' Is it to bo wondered at that eo 
little properly finds purchnsers, that eo 
few oC those wlio are cbarmod with a 
.sununor visit to VkJtoria care to settle 
lu ix-, whllo most of our streets and 
avenues are uiidraine<l in winter flnd 
dust in summer'/ 

lOxcept the good work on Governnienl 
and Fort streets, few of our road-biHls 
are suOldently crowned to shed water, 
and miuiy of onr niaiu UioroughfarcM in 
the heart of the city are a (luagniiro of! 
leaves, mud aud water for several 
nil eitlu'r side, from early tall to latt 
spring; with stone for thi' usi,ng oi 
everv hand, yet scarce a gutter in th 
l ily "worthv the mime to carry olT surfac 
water. Our sidewalks are but t<-iiipo 
rary makesliirts at best, and a serious 
menace to health. 

This state of alTnii-s is iiiexi-usabl 
whi'te .so maiiv of the .<lncls ale thick- 
ly settled. .\l'l Ihe ru;l , !-lleds in llie city 
.should he well rnlllided up Ihc full willth 
,111(1 liir.shed at eitlii'r side with a stone 
gutter not less than three feet wide and 
laid to grade and i-dged by a stone and 
cement or stoni' eopiug. This will en- 
sure no stautliiig water, and dry, lioallhy 
streets. All sidewalks on business streets 
and main thoroughfaivs sliould Ix- ce- 
mented the full width and on residence 
streets not leas than fiviir and oiio-half 
fis't, l<-.ivuig simc<> on the outer or botli 
sides for trees la- lawn. 

If this plan is can-ied out thorcnighly 
and eeonomieally, it will have cost tbe 
i ity liss at tlu- en<i of fifteen ycdirs than 
under the present patchwork system. 

Only those who have exporlenced it 
can HNilize tlio stimulus 'there is to bol- 
ter things in such an example of clean- 
ly, healthy iniiirovemetit, and it will be in 
|)laee right here to bciir in mind tliat 
Victori;! stands out a,s the capita! of 
Itrilish Colunibia. and as such it be- 
comes us t(i niiiintaiii our precedence by 
making it, not the first in name only, 
hut the model city for the iirovince whose 
representatives assemble here. 

Wo are all agreed doubtless that we 
wish these and similar necessary Im- 
provenieuLs to be carried out OTthout fur- 
ther delay. The buglioar seoiiis to be to 
make the expense fall with even justice 
on all who will be benefited, notably the 
property owner, by the added value and 
more n>ady sale of property; the busi- 
ness man, through a saving in horsc- 
llesh and vehicles and assured growth of 
business; the individual in better health, 
comfort and opportunities for enjoy- 
ment, 

Itut wliy di'lay Ihe work while we 
haggle ov<>r how the <s>sts shall be met 
or assessments made'.' When a very 
sick person iuhmIs attendance do we allow 
such an one to grow worse while we talk 
over how the doctor shall be paid before 
sending for liini? lOiiough that the work 
is a necessity to the city's welfare, and 
tlla^ the sail! city is more tJian eiiual 1o 
the outlay; then let the good work g<i 
(111. .Meanwhile let tho.se by law, or by 
the choice of the people .so constituted, 
ih'cide how and when the costs shall be 
met; iiiid let us bear in mind that it is 
far i-asicr to raise money for vi.sible iiii- 
provemeiilR than toward promised uncer- 
tainticfi. 

In regard to raising funds I would sug- 
gest 111111; the superabundance of dogs on 
our city streets should be made a source 
of revenue, inasmuch as the.v are not ii 
necessity, and, aa every merchant has 
giMxl oause to know, their manners have 
not kept pace with miKlern sanitary rc- 
(luireinonts. 

The noTi-n!sidcnt ownero of unimprov- 
ed property have doubtless bm'ii the 
means of .staying improvements mon- 
than any other class, and there should 
be s<ime means found of impelling such 
to bear their full share of co-st of same, 
instead of paying a small tax im ''stag- 
nant profKTt.v," while it fatlnis in value 
throngli the cfTorts iiiul heavier tnxa(tiou 
of the "active cilizeii." lOitlier they 
should make their properl.v sel f-supiKirt- 
iiig or trive otliers an opportiuiity so to 
do, and failing in this, should pay a 
"lieiialty tax" in riM'ompcii.si' for gain 
obtaiiKsl through oUier effort-s than thi'ir 
own. 

In conclusion I would wiv th.at "city 
improvements" should be heartily <'n- 
courag^Hl and heliM'd along by all con- 
cerm'd, n^ganlless of party or other feid- 
iiig. A perfect city should lie as a per- 
fect home, of which the «uburb<j are ttio 
ganien, and in all of whieili each in- 
dividual should 'fe**! iin iiwtinctive pride 
as one family. 

Lot us forever do away with the n<'- 
ei's.sity of apologizing to- imr visitors for 
things not being as up to date as mi 
neighboring cities of later growtJi. 

This is a matter for action, not for 
argument. Ijct the good work so WfU 
begiui go on to completion.

Captain of the Lost Hera in a 
Very Unworthy Posltion-A 
Magnificent Spectacle. 



An in t •Testing private letter in rofer- 

eiiee to the Iniriiing of the schooner Ilera 
has just been received from Clayociuot, 
the writer (ii Jady) having a vicnv from 
iier window of the stUl-burning vessel 
even m she wrote. 

"We have had great excitement liore 
all day," slie .s;iys in this letter, which 
IxNirs date of November 25. "A'bout 10 
o'clock Fred. (Mr. Spain, the provincial 
constable), and several others sighted a 
tliree-niasted ship at sea flying n Oag of 
dbvtre»i-s. They thought sho was on a 
rotdj, so Fred, and live others decided to 
^'(J out to h«r, although there waa a ter- 
lililo sea nmnlng. 

"1 think you, can imagine better than I 
Clin doecribe my anxiety, well as 
Mrs. .Tacobsen's and Mrs. BTe^^-ster's, 
whose husbands went also. It was a 
vcT,v brave net, as tiiey onoountered a 
groat deal of danger, and now liavc the 
satisfuctioii of knowing that they saved 
the lives of six men. 

"When they got to the ship after a 
loiigi hard pall, they found her to be on 
fire, and six i|esi>erate me-n ready to 
jump into the boat as soon as she came 
near enough. Of eour.se if they had 
done tliL-i the boat would have Im'cii 
swiuiiireii and all drowned^ ,:in<l it was 
only by standing up with axes in iiand 
and calling out liiat the first mmi that 
jumped in would be killed tluit this was 
pn'veiitcd, Tlieii one by one they were 
safely got on hoard, 

"Uy this time the whole ship was ri^i 
hot. If it hail boi'ii iin.vthing but a burn- 
ing jihip they might have saved it and 
nuulo !L good deal out of it. The ship 
was oti her way to UonoluJu, and had 12 
l«aiios on board, besides n. lange Ciirgo. 
Hut the strangest part is they left the 
ship out at sen. The wind was blowing 
very strong, and the tide wns coming in, 
1111(1 ,<he iiilile iiloug with it just ns 
tlioiigli she had had captain ond crew on 
board steering her. 

"Ah I write, she is just in front of the 
lioti.s(>, on a sand bar, one of t.he grandest 
and yet one of the most awful siglits I 
have ever s<-eii. The whole room is lit 
nil with the li-ht from her, and I have 
only t" turn niy bead to siv^, her. She is 
one nia.'-s of roaring tlomp', and as it is 
:i very black night, the entire harbor is 
lit up, 

"The caplaiii f,f the burning sliip acted 
like a brute. There wa.s only one boat, 
and he iiiul the owner of th(. vesseJ, witii 
his ilaiigliter and two men, iJMl into it 
mill left the others to perish. Thev had 
biKill tlivniselves a. raft, but it would 
have been worse than useless: in such a 
sea, Thi' «hip is the Ilera." , 

This ilera, it may be remembered, was 
the siinu' vessel that ac(|iiired so unen- 
vialilc n reputation on a recent trip from 
Cii|K' Nome, oil wliich starvation Uwil 
the unhappy pa.SkSengers. She was at 
that time commanded by the some skip- 
|M'r wlios<» coiinige and devotion to sea 
lioiioT is so directly challenged in tlic 
letter <iUoted above. 

'Hie intrepid pillautry of the Ctayoquot 
folk staiiiis out in splendid contrast 
with t.lie action- of the II(.rJi'..s master, 
mill it is- nuvt that the repre,s<!n-tativ(>s 
of iht) Humane Society should lose no 
time in takmg such steps a» ^V!ill secure 
Its proper recognition by tliat organiza- 
tion.
